A ahocklng and fatal aeoMoat oAeamd Satur- 
day night about 9:4."> in the West End C. and 
0. Yards, whereby Mrs. Jennie Whanger wii.« 
so terribly mangled that she died at 11:^)0 
o'clock, leoa thaa two hours afterwards.

to the thigh aad maahiag the other to a pulp. 

She waa carried to* her nearby home where 
she received medical aid, hat she wa« beyond 
the help of human skill and died aa above 
stated. 

Although conscious for some time, she did 
not tell her version bow the accident occurred. 

The deceased waa the wife of A.J. Whanger. 
Sectioo Boea oa the Ci aad 0., aad had been a 
resident of thia city for the past ('iirht years. 

Mra. Whanger wu 29 years old and wa^ un 
attractive) comely wo^an. 

She had been maoried foorteea yeara and 
besides her husband she leaves three bright chil- 
dren, two boys and one girl, whose ages range 
from 9 to IS years.
